A SEW SBKMON BY A POWERFUL 


FRKAL'HEB. 


The United States fifty years a 


opened the way to China as no conntry 
bad done before that time. The Dutch 
had some rights to trade at one or two 
ports when negotiations were mads 
and treaty rights 
acquired by the 


United States government from the 
government of China. The writer, who 
was 
then a 
schoolboy, remembers 


distinctly when these 
negotiations 


were made. The war with Mexico and 
the treaty that ceded to the United 
States the State of California as then 
bounded, were closed, belt it was not 
then conceived in the mind of anyone 
that the empire there is now on the 
Pacific coast would so soon follow 
these circumstances; nor was it then 
thought upon that schoolboys then 
living would live to write about an 
appeal made by the Emperor of that 
country to the western nations to save 
the empire from destruction by itself, 


Koang So, Emperor of China, has 


made an appeal to the nations of the 
civilized world for aid to save his em 
pire from destructive forces ih&t are 
at work within it, which appeal ie 
a result of conditions Koang Sn cannot 
control, There are intelligent men in 
China who understand the pressure 
there is upon the empire and the ab- 
solute necessity there is upon it to 
make a change from its ancient ex- 
olusiveneBs to meet the progress thare 
is about it; but an appeal to the na- 
tions was not expected, which is a 
work of necessity in the fotm of an 
alternative remaining to the Emperor 
to save his people from anarchy and 
his empire from dissolution. He com- 
mits himself and his conntry to the 
tender mercies of outside barbarians 
by asking their aid to control the work 
of destruction going forward under 
the cruel direction of revolutionists 
called Boxers, who, it is now ascer- 
tained, are doing their work under the 
cunning direction of 
the 
usurper 


Empress Dowager, who is an aunt to 
the Emperor. 


The nations have taken the matter in 


hand to stay murder and suppress an- 
archy, but there is no assurance re- 
specting the course the nations will 


lnvitalionot 
and therefore 


It is eaid thare is nothing new under 


the sun, which is trae in the sense in 
which the language is used, but in 
sense other than the one referred to 
there is something new under the san 
included in the action of the powers 
present and participating in the work 
to restore order. There is more i 
eluded in the work than there ha. 
been involved in anything that has 
occurred since the beginning. There 
is more evidence of progress in the 
action of the powers than there has 
been seen or known in the affairs of 
men or of nations till this time. The 
larger powers have invited the leaser 
nations to participate in the work, not 
wiih armies or with ships of war, but 
in a moral sense, by inviting the lesser 
nations to permit the use of their flags 
by toe powers present, and in that way 
make the movement to restore order 
and peace a work of Christendom. 


The use and presence of the flags of 


the leeser nations will give to them a 
representntion in the work engaged in 
to give peace to China. The move 
ment is made largely to save the lives 
of native Christians and Christian mis- 
sionaries from the fury of the heathen, 
and all Christian powers are called 
on to aid in some form in the work. 
It does not take the character of a cru- 
sade, but it does represent a onenesa 
there is in the Christian faith. It will 
be a sermon preached to the heathen 
by a Christian world, and the nations 
of a Christian world 
will 
be the 


preacher. 


The righteous roar of cannon may 


punctuate the sermon but it will not 


to such changes aa will be necessary to 
make reforms desired by him and the 
more advanced men In the Empire. 


He asks to be aided in reforms by 


western 
nations and western enter- 


prise •which will bring the people of 
ils Empire in contact with the world 
and -with western civilization. It ia 
probable that the course outlined by 
Koang Sn will be followed, subject to 
:be directing power of the nations who 
have taken' npon themselves to open 
up the Empire to civilization. Eng- 
land is in favor of the Empire remain- 
ing as it is. The United States will 
favor the course desired by Eugland 
and it may be Germany will be favor- 
able to a like mode of proceeding to 
bring the country under the influence 
of a more advanced civilization by 
trade relations. 


Bnssia may oppose the plan of the 


Emperor as it is a desire of that power 
to acquire certain of the territory of 
China for its exclusive use in con- 
nection with its present and future 
purpose to control the trade of Asia. 
Should England, Germany and the 
United States agree to preserve the in- 
tegrity of the Empire, Bnssia will have 
to submit, or fight, which latter will 
cause it to submit to the Greater 
powers that favor a maintainanoe ol 
territorial integrity.
